Grace Could Not Testify.

Meckle, ‘ne grocer, who 
he heard a man’s voice when he 
spoke to Mrs. Grace at 10 o'clock of 
the morning of March 5, was gttacked 
On the ground that even ough he 
that Mrs. Grac@ was charged 
with shooting her husband, he did no:
